Necessary as 
a building is, the personnel of ‘staff 
and the spirit of its. membership 
While

Chang Tso-lin has seized Kuo 
Sung-ling’s family and is holding 
them under the strictest surveilance

He wired on 
the 20th-urging Caang Tso-lin to 
retire in favour of Chang Isue-

" -PHEOSOPUICAL SOCIETY 
LECTURE. . 


Miss Flura Menzel, President of 
the Milwankee Lodge, of the Thes- 
dophical Society, and a teacher in 
the elementary public schovla of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, delivered a 
lecture.on “New deals in Educa- 
tion’ at the Hangkong Lodge of the 

_ Theosophical Soriely on Wednes- 
day. She told of the extensive re- 
search work being carried on in ‘he 
U.S. whith ds bringing ahout' radi- 
cal changes in educational idea's, 
methods of educational procedure, 
attitudes towards the child. the 
school and ibe curriculum. “This 
ig one of the most hopeful sipns 

of the times,” she said: “this vital 
Snterest in the education of the 
rising generation, for the childres 
of to-day will be the citizens of Lo- 
morrow who will shape thy destinies 
of the nations.” 

“The Theosophical idea that ‘he 
soul pf the-child hah dived before 
in other bodies and comes into this 
life’ equipped with faculties and 

* qbilities that he has developed in’ 
previous lives, is paralleled by the 
theory that because of dfsferent 
hereditary influences: children come, 
into the world with widely varying 
capacities, These individual dif- 
ferences should be taken into ae- 
count fn education and -all - chil- 
dren shoudd not be put through the 
skme routine and provedure, — but 
the type of education should be 
fitted to the needa and capacities 
of each individual, Tho centre of 
emphasia hog shifted in the . last
